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CANADIAN INDUSTRIALIST POINTS THE ROAD TO 
SOLVENCY THROUGH HARD WORK 


HE VITAL importance to the United Kingdom and Canada 

of an increasing flow of trade between the two countries was 

stressed by Mr James S, Duncan, Chairman of the Dollar- 
Sterling Trade Advisory Council, and Chairman of the Canadian 
Group of the new Dollar Exports Council at a banquet of the Canada 
Club in London on Tuesday. Mr. Duncan is also well known as 
Chairman and President of Massey-Harris Company Ltd., of 
Toronto. 

In the autumn of 1949, he said, when the Finance Ministers of 
the United Kingdom, the United States and Canada met in Washing- 
ton for the tripartite talks, they did so in an atmosphere of crisis, 
one which was fraught with serious consequences, but which had 
the redeeming qualification that it was clear and definable. It 
was a dollar shortage crisis ; it was one which could be plainly 
articulated to the ordinary man in the street—in the streets of 
London, of New York, or of Montreal. 


Two Parallel Interests 


For the United Kingdom it was vital that she be enabled to 
continue the purchase of the necessary raw materials and agricultural 
products which Canada produced. For Canada, it was vital that 
she should preserve an historic and dependable market, expecially 
for the product of the grain economy of her great Western plains, 
These two parallel interests dictated an obvious course of action, 
namely, to devise at once some machinery for directing the flow 
of trade ; for the United Kingdom to channel her exports away from 
the relatively easy, frequently more profitable and ever-ready markets 
of the sterling area, into the more difficult, less immediately profit- 
able and more exacting markets of North America ; in Canada’s 
case, to mobilize public opinion, to channel imports to some extent, 
at least, away from the more familiar sources of the United States 
towards those of Great Britain. 


Through the initiative of experienced and public-spirited men on 
both sides of the Atlantic, aided and supported by both Govern- 
ments, the Dollar Exports Board was formed in the United Kingdom, 
and its counterpart, the Dollar-Sterling Trade Board, established 
in Canada. They knew something of the magnificent response of 
the exporters of the United Kingdom and of the buying public in 
Canada, a response which, in one year added $100 million to the 
United Kingdom’s export earnings in Canada. 


Balance of Payments 


When he was over here last March, he had the honour of address- 
ing the Dollar Convention at Eastbourne. At that time, he en- 
deavoured to make two points, the first, that notwithstanding the 
splendid task which had been performed by the sterling area of 
transforming a net deficit in current account of $1,500,000,000 in 
1949 to a net surplus of $805,000,000 in 1950, the magnitude of 
the recovery of the United Kingdom dramatic as it had been, was, 
at least, as greatly due to fortuitous circumstances largely connected 
with Korea as to actual trade and industrial penetration in the 
dollar area, and that the forces which generated so striking an 
improvement in the United Kingdom balance of payments were 
capable of going just as rapidly in reverse. 

This suggested that the job was not yet done, and that they must 
not allow themselves to be lulled by favourable balance of payment 
figures into thinking that it was. Subsequent events had, unfor- 
tunately, justified that forecast and pointed to the necessity of United 
Kingdom exporters dedicating themselves, with renewed energy, 
to the conquest of the dollar markets. 

The second point was that if, under the pressures arising 
out of rearmament, the United Kingdom abandoned the 
Canadian market for the second time in 13 years, she might 
never recover it. In this connection, and in spite of many

disappointments, he wished to pay tribute to the very gallant 
effort which the United Kingdom had made to maintain her exports 
to Canada, notwithstanding the impact of rearmament. 

According to Canadian figures, imports from the United Kingdom 
for the first nine months of 1951 showed an increase of 15 per cent. 
over the corresponding months of 1950, and 39-3 per cent. over 
the corresponding months of 1949, and when one took into 
consideration the serious decline which had taken place in the sale 
of British cars and trucks in the Canadian market, these figures should 
not only be a source of encouragement, but were a clear indication of 
the patriotism and tenacity of British industrialists, who, notwith- 
standing the handicaps of short supply of raw materials, were hanging 
on to their Canadian market with grim determination. 

On the reverse side of the picture, however, monthly returns indi- 
cated that Canadian import figures from the United Kingdom in 
September and October deteriorated, and that, as a consequence, a 
reversal of this trend was obligatory if Britain was to maintain her 
Canadian market in the year 1952 on a level comparable to that of 1951. 


Impact of Rearmament 


As an industrialist on both sides of the Atlantic, he knew something 
of the impact of rearmament, in an economy already stretched taut, 
on the manufacturing programmes of civilian goods, however high 
their priority might be. He could not, however, let the opportunity 
go by of appealing to the industrialists of Britain and, through them, 
to their Government, to carry on, with unabated energy and unflagging 
determination, the policies of industrial and commercial penetration 
of North America, to which they dedicated themselves a few years ago. 

So much would be lost that was important to the future of Britain 
and to the future of Canada also, should the United Kingdom give 
up her foothold in North America—in this North America which 
was expandiny so rapidly, which was so young, and which had such 
a brilliant future. 

And now, three years after the tripartite meeting in Washington, 
we were in the throes of another crisis, one which was more severe 
and deep-rooted than the other. It followed the usual pattern of 
trade deficits—inability to earn abroad what was being spent abroad, 
but it differed in one important respect from that of 1949, it was not 
exclusively United Kingdom trade relationships with the dollar 
area which had precipitated the present difficulties ; this time, it 
was more global in its aspect. 

This crisis, which, in his opinion, surpassed in implication and 
severity anything which this country had had to face in post-war 
years, had undoubtedly been accelerated and intensified by the burden 
of rearmament, which, with characteristic courage and that fine sense 
of national responsibility which flowed from a hundred years of world 
leadership, Britain had not hesitated to superimpose upon an already 
burdened economy. 

“I know that comparisons are odious, and I would not, even if I 
were qualified to do so, suggest that any member of the Atlantic 
Treaty partnership is doing less than it should, but I should like 
to make just one observation, which I am entitled to make as an 
ordinary private citizen—any statistical analysis which concludes 
that, in terms of sacrifice, any N.A.T.O. country is doing more than 
Britain is doing, simply illustrates the limitations of statistics. 

“Once again in her long and brilliant history Britain had risen 
to face the menace of foreign tyranny and domination. Deep down 
in their hearts, the peoples of the Western world pay homage to the 
spint with which Britain, still struggling for recovery from the moral 
and physical devastation of the last war, has assumed these new and 
crushing burdens to help defend the freedom and dignity of man.” 


Task Facing Britain 


Continuing, Mr. Duncan said there were those abroad in the world 
to-day, and all of them were not located outside this country, who 
felt that Britain had taken on a greater burden than she could carry, 
that she was now faced with the bitter choice of solvency or rearma- 
ment, and that if she rearmed, she could not maintain her export 
trade, which was the very lifeblood of her economy. This might 
well be true of a lesser people, but he for one did not believe it to be 
true of Britain. ‘* My faith in Britain’s recovery, my faith in her 
ability to carry on both her rearmament programme, which will 
represent this year, | believe, a maximum of 15 per cent. of her net 
national income, and yet overcome the present crisis, is based not 
on facts and figures, but upon my basic faith in the character, the 
courage, the resourcefulness and the tenacity of the British people.” 

In his opinion the solution of the problems of the United Kingdom 
was the simple, old-fashioned remedy of more and more work. “ I 
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would not have felt entitled to mention it to this audience, were it 
not for the fact that on every platform in North America on which 
I have been called upon to speak, I have proclaimed the fact that men 
and women in Britain work just as hard as they do in Canada or the 
United States. The only difference is—but it is an important one— 
that because of the inherent wealth and vast natural resources of these 
North American countries, their people can, for the time being at 
least—and this is an important proviso—afford the luxury of working 
less.” 


Hard Work a Sovereign Remedy 


He had always worshipped at the throne of hard work and enjoyed 
it, and he believed with all his heart and soul that here was the 
sovereign remedy. Who could say that in this year of 1952 such a 
solution was no longer possible ? The acceleration of the tempo of a 
nation’s productivity, the degree of its dedication, had more to do with 
spiritual values than with material gains. There had been times in the 
history of many lands when the people as a whole, having listened to a 
voice which spoke to them of the sacrifices to be made in the present 
if the strength and influence and glorious traditions of the past were to 
be maintained, had suddenly responded to inspiration and leadership, 
a quickening of all that was noble and true in the soul of a nation—a 
summons from destiny. It happened in these Isles during the war, 
and all the free nations of the world watched Britain’s efforts and the 
dedication and gallantry of her people with quickened hearts and 
unbounded admiration. True, it was in time of war, but the challenge 
of the present was equally compelling and they still had their great 
leader and they were still the same people. : 

Returning to the subject of Anglo-Canadian relationships, he said 
he was assuming that, come what might they were not going to forsake 
the Canadian market—that would be unthinkable. __If this impression 
was correct, then there were features about the present trade tendencies 
of both their countries which, in his view, were disturbing. He had 
been saying constantly for three years now that the United Kingdom 
and tle sterling area must equip themselves to compete with North 
America. No matter what temporary and alluring temptations might 
arise, from time to time, to centralize Britain’s efforts within the sterling 
area, she could not afford to seal herself off from the dynamic and 
fast-growing markets of North America, with all their modern tech- 
niques, their mass production methods, their forward-thinking. 
“Let us not overlook this one fact that in the last twenty years the 
United States of America alone has added 20 million to her population, 
more than one-third of that of the British Isles, and that Canada, not- 
withstanding the giant strides which she has made in recent years, is 
still but on the threshold of her period of greatest development.” 


Canada’s Progress 


No world trader, s3 he saw it, should over'ook having one foot in 
the North American markets. Even Canadian industrialists—and 
there were many of them who did so—were ill-advised to overlook the 
strength and vitality which came not only from a close association 
with the consuming markets of the United States but with their 
manufacturing practices, their techniques, and their industrial outlook. 

So much for Britain ; what about Canada? Those who had fol- 
lowed her development would be aware that a transformation had 
been taking place in Canada’s trading pattern since the end of the war. 
The inability of the United Kingdom and the sterling area, the 
historic market for Canada’s products, to buy from her in sufficient 
quantities in this post-war period had driven Canada more and more 
into the orbit of her immense and friendly neighbour, the United 
States. Canada’s historical triangle of trade, wherein she settled 
deficits with the United States by her surpluses with the United 
Kingdom and the rest of the sterling area, scarcely existed any longer. 
Canada had been forced to balance her books with the United States 
directly. This they had been able to do so far and at the greatest total 
volume in her history. ‘The result of it was that fully 61 per cent. 
of all her export and 67 per cent. of all her import trade was with 
the United States. 

The United Kingdom needed North America no less, did he believe, 
than Canada needed the United Kingdom. He wanted to make it 
quite clear that in developing this theme, he was not casting the 
slightest aspersion upon Canada’s powerful neighbour, alongside of 
whom she had lived peacefully and contentedly for 138 years, and to 
whom she owed so much. 

After referring to the great progress Canada had made in oil, 
iron ore, nickel, copper, gold and titanium, etc., he said it was truly 
an impressive picture, but to create this expansion and to maintain 
its pace, there was one ingredient, which, in common with many other 
nations in the world to-day, they had too little in Canada, namely, 
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capital. There were many in Canada who lamented the fact that 
British capital, traditionally the boldest, British capital, which, 
throughout the generations had grub-staked the world, was virtually 
unable to participate in these inspiring developments. He would feel 
deeply embarrassed in speaking of the disparity in their fortunes were 
it not for the fact, which was well known, that this was largely caused 
by the magnitude of the financial sacrifices which Britain made 
during two world wars, and which, by any measuring stick, were 
greater by far than those of any other nation which fought on Canada’s 
side for freedom, for decency and for the preservation of the only 
kind of life we cared to live. 

If Britain was to renew the flow of her investments to North 
America, there was, as he saw it, but one way to do it. The people 
themselves must produce more ; they must spend less than they 
earned, thereby accumulating savings, and they must concentrate 
on improving their balance of trade with North America, so that the 
medium of exchange would be available to transfer these savings into 
North American dollars. Thus and thus only could the objective of 
important investments in Canada’s future be attained—personal 
initiative, individual enterprise, a revival of the spirit of the merchant 
adventurer of old, vision, courage and hard work were the ingredients. 

Among the many compelling reasons for desiring a full and expand- 
ing trade and capital relationship between Canada and the United 
Kingdom, there remained one consideration which to him wes 
paramount—both countries’ position within the Commonwealth. 
He knew of no better way of preserving those ties than to ensure that 
their mutual trade be kept alive, for this was the ordinary intercourse 
of everyday life, without which the relationship between two peoples 
tended to wither and to become meaningless. 

He believed profoundly that the Commonwealth to-day should 
envisage ‘all its major problems in the light of a yet greater world 
partnership, a partnership with that other great English-speaking 
democracy, the United States of America. Britain and America, both 
free and both great, must work together in ever-closer comradeship 
of spirit and of action, if freedom and the dignity of man and all those 
things which they both cherished and believed in so profoundly, were 
to survive. 

The banquet was presided over by Mr. W. A. McAdam, Agent- 
General for British Columbia. Sir Cecil Weir proposed the toast of 
“ Our Guest,” to which Mr. Duncan responded. Mr. J. C. Patteson, 
European Manager of the Canadian Pacific Railway, proposed ‘“* Our 
Other Guests,’’ Mr. W. L. Batt, Minister in Charge of the Economic 
Co-operation Administration Special Mission to the United Kingdom, 
and Mr. Sidney, President of Toronto University responding. 


Rayon and Synthetic Fibres 
in Public Service 


N EXHIBITION of rayon and synthetic fibres is being staged 

in the McLellan Galleries, Glasgow, with the object of bringing 
to the attention of industries in Scotland the new outlets for rayon. 
Recent technical developments, such as the use of rayon staple in the 
jute industry, may not be generally known, although rayon already 
enjoys a wide acceptance among Scottish cloth manufacturers. 

Rayon staple is being used in the Scottish carpet industry for 
Wiltons and chenille rugs. Jute-spun staple is being used with a 
particularly satisfactory result in haircord carpeting. ‘The use of 
flax-spun and jute-spun staple in furnishing fabrics, too, is providing 
manufacturers with the opportunity of developing new and attractive 
effects. It is therefore felt that the staging of such an exhibition in 
Glasgow is particularly opportune, for many of these newer develop- 
ments are now well past the experimental stage. 

The exhibition will be staged in four main groups :— 

Clothing and equipment for the Armed Forces, Civil Defence, 
Police Force, Fire Service, etc., and a small section devoted to 
general apparel and accessories. 

Household textiles, including sheets, towels, pillow-cases, furnish- 
ings, carpets, etc. 

Industrial purposes, including tyre fabrics, conveyor-belting, elec- 
trical insulation, filter cloths, etc. 

Medical purposes, including hospital requirements in uniforms, 
overalls, aprons, surgical dressings, etc., and miscellaneous items. 

It is proposed that the exhibition will run from Tuesday, February 5 
to Saturday, February 9, from 10 a.m. to 5 p.m. (12.30 p.m. on Satur- 
day). ‘Tickets may be obtained from the London Office of the 
British Rayon and Synthetic Fibres Federation, 1 Upper Grosvenor 
Street, W.1, or alternatively, interested visitors will be admitted on 
the presentation of a business card. 
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Value of Hotel and Catering Trade as a Dollar-Earner 


ATEST developments in equipment for the hotel and catering 

industry, and appetizing examples of the chef's art, were on show 

at “ Hotelympia,”” which closed yesterday evening at Olympia, 
Landon. 

Visitors to the exhibition from this country and overseas were able 
to see under one roof everything necessary for running the modern 
hotel and restaurant, from stoves for the big luxury hotel to equipment 
for running a smal! quick-snack counter. 

Many of the stands showed model rooms with equipment in action. 
One stand included a fitted hote! bedroom, lounge and cocktail bar 
and new designs in public room furniture. Many manufacturers of 
alcoholic and soft drinks showed their products in bars with stain and 
burn-proof counter tops. 

The main attraction on the stand of the British Electrical Develop- 
ment Association represented a working kitchen of a medium-sized 
hotel, catering for a dining capacity of 50 to 75 meals. Equipment 
ucluded apparatus to provide meals at special times, and equip- 
ment for imereased staff hygiene. Fourteen miniature displays 
showed the more general applications of electricity, with the emphasis 
on increased service and comfort for guests. 

Kitchen Efficiency 

‘Vo meet the heavy demands of catering to-day, kitchen efficiency is 
becoming increasingly important. With the development of cafe- 
teria food service, the emphasis 1s on speed. The Gas Industry, 
through the Gas Council and the twelve Area Gas Boards, maintains 
an up-to-date technical advisory service to hoteliers and restaurant 
owners. ‘Their stand showed modern gas equipment for cooking in 
kitchens of all sizes and in snack bars and service rooms. Included 
aiso was a coke burning cooker, which cooks for 80 to 100 people, a 
useful installation for a country hotel where town gas is not available. 

In the demonstration theatre, visitors could see the type of catering 
education being given to hotel and restaurant trainees at 88 Hotel 
Schools and ‘Technical Colleges in this country. A licensed bar, a 
milk bar and a model kitchen were manned by students showing the 
att of waiting and service, including carving. 

Dishes entered for 26 competitive classes by chefs from this country 
aad abroad were shown in the Salon Culinaire International. 
Exaraples by chefs from the Royal Navy, the Army and the Royal 
Air Force were included in this section. Centrepiece of the Royal 
Air Force stand in the gallery was a model of St. Paul’s Cathedral, 
fashioned in icing sugar, by an instructor at the No. 1 School of Cook- 
ery, R.A.F., Halton. Other attractive R.A.F. exhibits made in icing 
sugar included a table lamp, a replica of the Coronation State Coach, 
with horses, and a flower bowl with sprays of almond blossom fashioned 
trom chocolate 


Training in the Industry 


At the official luncheon on the opening day, the Secretary for Over- 
veas ‘Trade, Mr. Henry Hopkinson, said that he had had a good deal 


of experience of hotels and cooking abroad. He could say without 
hesitation that when seen at its best the British hotel and catering 
wdustry was second to none in the world, Yet this did not mean 
that there was any cause for complacency. Much remained to be 
done, particularly in the fields of hotel and catering training, food 
aygiene and standards of service and comfort, before we could rest 
upon our laurels ; 

In education and training tor all branches of the industry, great 
rides had indeed been made in the last few years in this country. 
Much has been done to raise the general level of hotel services and of 
eur cooking 

He was very interested to sce the work which students were doing 
in this exhibition and he knew that a good deal of the credit must go 
to the Hotel and Catering Institute and to the support grven to it by 
the industry as a whole. It might perhaps be hoped that in time the 
catering trade would be in a position, if it so wished, to employ only 
people who had recognised certificates of competency. 

As Secretary for Overseas ‘l'rade, he was, of course, most interested 
in the hotel and catering trades as the hosts of our visitors from over- 
seas. The hotel and caterung industry was the backbone of the tourist 
teade and the tourist trade was one of this country’s most important 
mvisible exports and a leading dollar earner. It was now more vital 
than ever before that we should increase our earnimgs from tourism. 
He appealed to all hotels un London and other favounte tourist centres 
to keep a reasonable proportion of their accommodation available for 


overseas visitors and to do their utmost to accept advance 

made on their behalf. The hotel industry did a magnificent job last 
year in coping with the influx of visitors to the Festival, but we hoped 
that we would have even more visitors next year and that they would 
be given as warm a welcome. He knew something of the difficulties 
and problems which faced the industry in looking after these visitors, 
and they could be sure that the Government would do their best to 
help within the limits imposed upon them by the gravity of the 
economic situation. 

The inevitable effect of the economic crisis would be to make the 
running of hotels and catering more difficult than ever. ‘The fact 
that we were short and were likely to be shorter, both of materials 
and certain foods, seemed to him to make it more necessary than ever 
to use imaginative methods. Even if certain ingredients were 
unobtainable it was most important to make the best of what we had. 
Even with shortages there was scope for greater variety in our dishes. 
In such matters as hors-d’oeuvre let us try to get away from the 
stereotyped pattern we were obliged to adopt during the war and 
make more use of some of the good things which were to be found 
inexpensively in our own country. 


Provide Specialities of the Country 

Let us try wherever possible to provide the specialities of the 
country, particularly in the provinces. He would like, for instance, 
to see Devonshire cream available during the tourist season in all 
leading hotels and restaurants in the six counties in the South West 
who were allowed by law to sell it. Those were the sort of things 
tourists talked about when they got home. 

Couldn’t we do something more to make it possible in fine weather 
to eat and drink out of doors? He believed that the rainfall in Paris 
was almost exactly the same as in London, and yet there and through- 
out Northern France it was always possible on a fine day for a visitor 
to find somewhere to lunch or dine out of doors. 

He had referred to the provincial hotels and restaurants. ‘This was 
the field where he thought there was perhaps the greatest need for 
development to meet the great expansion in our overseas tourist 
traffic. In the British Isles we had unrivalled and greatly variegated 
scenery ; we had buildings of the greatest historical and architectural 
interest, castles and cathedrals, country houses, villages, resorts. 
We had in the provinces many fine modern hotels and also many 
ancient hostelries and inns with their great attraction for the tourist. 
It was essential that in all of these, whether old or new, the service 
and catering should be of the highest possible standard. 

We must not only provide the best we could in the way of British 
fare but we must also try to find out any special needs or desires of 
overseas visitors, whether it was iced water, orange juice for breakfast 
or, for the convenience of our Roman Catholic visitors, fish on Fridays. 

The psychological approach was tremendously important. The 
hotelier or restaurant manager and all his staff must try to make it 
clear to each visitor or client that he or she was the one person in the 
world they wanted to see in their hotel or restaurant. 

In these matters we were sometimes in Britain apt to be too 
reserved, but he felt sure that the one thing our overseas friends 
appreciated more than anything was that someone should make a fuss 
of them. ‘This would often make up for the lack of some of the 
material attractions which in our present financial circumstances we 
could not offer them. 

He hoped his audience would not think that he was trying to read 
them a lecture but he ventured to offer one more word of advice in 
regard to hotel tartis. ‘The overseas visitor did not mind footing the 
bill so long as he knew what he was paying for. He did object, most 
strongly, to mysterious “extras.” He got the feeling he was being 
* had ” and inevitably his goodwill was lost. He knew the difficulties 
with regard to rising costs and the genuine desire to keep prices down. 
But it was bad policy to attempt to hide an increase in rates, which 
was probably quite justifiable, under the guise of a “ surcharge.” 
No matter what it was called, it was still an increase and would, he 
was sure, be far more readily accepted if stated openly as such. 

Although the Government was spending a large sum of money, 
through the British ‘Travel and Holidays Association, to bring visitors 
to this country, he would like to see individual establishments take 
advantage of the many opportunities for advertising their services in 
markets which had been stimulated by our national publicity effort. 

None of us could expect easy times in the next year or two, but he 
was sure that the hotel and catering industry would play its full part 
in our efforts to overcome our difficulties.

Restrictions on Some Hire 
Purchase Agreements 


E Board of Trade announce that, as indicated in the Chancellor 

of the Exchequer’s statement in the House of Commons on Tuesday, 

they have made an Order restricting the terms for initial deposit and 

repayment period in certain hire purchase and credit sale agreements. 

This is effected by prohibiting the disposal or possession of certain 
goods unless the agreement complies with the terms of the Order. 

The goods affected by the Order are radio and television sets, 

hones, motor cars and commercial vehicles, bicycles, office 
furniture and equipment and a number of domestic appliances and 
apparatus such as space and water heaters, dish washers, washing 
machines, wringers, floor polishers, vacuum cleaners, sewing machines, 
refrigerators and lawn mowers. Second-hand as well as new goods 
are included. 

Domestic furniture and bedding are not affected by the Order. 
The existing requirements as to service charge, deposit and period 
for payment of the balance remain effective. Cookers also are not 
included in the goods listed in the new Order. 

The Order affects in two ways hire purchase and credit sales 
agreements made in regard to these goods after it comes into force. 

(a) It fixes minimum initial deposits. For bicycles, this deposit 
is 25 per cent. ; for all the other goods in the Order, it is 
334 per cent. 

(b) It prescribes a maximum period within which the balance of the 
price must be paid. _ For bicycles, the period is a year ; for the 
other goods in the Order, it is 18 months. 

The Board of Trade have also issued an Order making certain 
consequential amendments to the oe Order controlling service 
charges on price-controlled g 

The Orders came into force on "February 1. They are the Hire 
Purchase and Credit Sale Agreements (Control) Order (S.I. 1952 
No. 121, price 3d., by post 44d.), and the Hire Purchase and Credit 
Sale Agreements (Maximum Prices and Charges) (Amendment No. 2) 
Order 1952 (S.I. 1952 No. 122, price 2d., by post 34d.). Copies 
may be obtained from H.M. Stationery Office, Kingsway, London, 
W.C.2, and branches. 


Sale of Rubber to United States 


Government 


ARRANGEMENTS HAVE been made for the transfer from the 

United Kingdom to the United States over the forthcoming 
months of 25,000 tons of rubber for strategic stock. The transfer will 
be made on the basis of present American buying prices. It has been 
agreed that the purchase for stock which governments would other- 
wise have made in this period will not be affected. 

The Ministry of Materials state that these operations will be of 
advantage to both countries. They will bring early benefit to the 
balance of payments of the sterling area and will accelerate the building 
up of strategic stocks in the United States. 


Increase in Fertilizer Prices 


THE Ministry of Materials announce that increases in the permitted 

maximum prices of most fertilizers came into effect on February 1 
(S.I. 1952 No. 113, price 6d., by post 74$d.). 

These increases are mainly due to the higher costs of sulphuric 
acid, bags, transport, coal and wages. Some of these additional 
costs have been operating since last autumn. 

The prices of potash and of basic slag remain unchanged. The 
increases in the prices of other fertilizers range from 5s. 6d. a ton for 
superphosphate to 23s. a ton for sulphate of ammonia with corres- 
ponding increases in the prices of compounds. 

These increases are being taken into account in fixing the rates of 
contribution that will be paid to farmers towards the cost of phosphatic 
fertilizers as announced recently by the Ministry of Agriculture and 
Fisheries.

Price Control Change Extended 
to More Utility Goods 


THE CHANGE in the method of price control recently introduced® 

for various categories of Utility cloth and clothing is to be further 
extended from February 4 to woven rayon cloth, curtain and upholstery 
cloth, linen, union and rayon household textiles and oilskins. 

From that date distributors’ prices for these goods will be con- 
trolled by means of cash maximum prices only and the old maximum 
percentage margins will no longer apply. 

Orders giving effect to these further changes have been made by the 
Board of Trade in consultation with the Central Price Regulation 
Committee. They are as follows :— 

Utility Cloth and Utility Household Textiles (Distributors’ Maximum 
Prices) (Amendment) Order, 1952

FACILITATE the pricing of export orders by manufacturers 
he following supplementary method of pricing orders for copper, 

lead and zine came into effect on January 31. 
The Ministry of Materials state that as from that date, orders may 


be placed on the Directorate of Non-Ferrous Metals, Rugby, by 
telegram and, provided telegrams are handed in to the Post Office 
not later than 2 p.m., the orders they contain will be priced at the 
price ruling on the day of despatch of the telegram. A licence will 
continue to be necessary before a sales contract can be completed and 
the amounts licensed will be limited to the quotas announced from 
time to time and notified to individual firms. All orders placed by 
telegram must be confirmed by letter with the necessary supporting 
documents, and no steps will! be taken to supply the metal until such 
written confirmation is received. ‘Telegraphic orders handed in to 
the Post Office after 2 p.m. will be priced at the price ruling = 
day following the date of handing mm. Orders placed by letter 
continue to be priced on the day following the day of posting.

PRODUCTION of cotton, spun rayon and mixture yarn during the 
week ended January 5, 1952, was 17-32 million Ibs., compared with 
7-90 million Ibs. the previous week, which contained Christmas Day, 
and 18-66 million lbs. for the corresponding week of 1951. 
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Changes in Export Licensing Control 


CUANGES IN export licensing control are made by a Board of 
“Trade Order® which comes into operation on February 4, 1952. 
The principal changes are as follows :— 


Licences are now required for all destinations for immature 
Scotch whisky, bottom dumpers, acetone and isopropyl alcohol. 

Licences are now required for specified abrasive manufactures, 
celestite (celestine) and strontianite, aluminium leaf and foil 
in all forms, certain types of rubber and plastic working 
machinery, further furnaces, specified X-ray apparatus, nickel 
hydroxides and nickel oxides and certain chemicals for all 
destinations other than those specified in Part II of the Third 
Schedule, excluding Hong Kong. 

Specified manufactures of cotton, and certain types of cotton 
yarn and thread are now exempt from export licensing control.

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Allocation of Crude Sulphur for First Half of 1952 


THE Sulphur Committee of the International Materials Conference 

have announced the allocation of crude sulphur for the first six 
months of 1952. This is the first of the 1.M.C. committees to adopt 
a longer period than one quarter for allocating. ‘The longer allocation 
period should prove to be of considerable assistance to those countries 
making procurement. 

Sixteen Governments are represented on the Sulphur Committee. 
They are: Australia, Belgium (representing Benelux), Brazil, Canada, 
France, The Federal Republic of Germany, India, Italy, Mexico, 
New Zealand, Norway, Sweden, Switzerland, the Union of South 
Africa, the United Kingdom and the United States. 

In preparing a plan of distribution the committee was confronted 
with the fact that estimated requirements of sulphur as such for 1952 
amounted to 7,364,100 long tons as compared with an estimated 
production of 5,825,100 long tons representing a shortage of 1,539,000 
tons. 

Sulphur consumption in 1951 is expected to have reached 6,179,900 
tons as against an estimated production of 5,823,600 tons ; consump- 
tion in 1950 was 6,128,200 tons as compared with a production of 
5,722,000 tons. 

The shortfalls in 1950 and 1951 were met by reductions in stocks 
mainly in the producing countries, especially Italy and the United 
States. In 1952 no further substantial reduction of the stock position 
in producing countries can be contemplated. 

In the fourth quarter of 1951 allocations included the exports of 
four producing countries only (Italy, Mexico, Norway and the United 
States). In making the present allocations the Committee took into 
account all exporting countries for which data were available. It 
came to the conclusion that the exports of Bolivia, Chile, Colombia 
and Japan also should be included in the allocation arrangements. 

As had been done in previous allocations the Committee dealt only 
with crude sulphur and did not allocate the relatively small quantities 
which enter into international trade as crushed, ground, refined and 
sublimed sulphur and in the form of flowers. The Committee expects, 
however, that trade in these forms of sulphur will continue to follow 
the normal pattern. Allocations of crude sulphur for first six months 
of 1952 (in 1,000 long tons) are as follows :—

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Production of Rayon and Synthetic Fibres in 1951 


RODUCTION OF rayon and synthetic fibres in December of 

28-5 million Ibs. brought the total for 1951 to 383-9 million Ibs., 

3 per cent. more than in 1950. At the beginning of the year it 
was feared that output might be reduced as a result of shortages of 
raw materials, and in particular of sulphur. In the event, the effect 
of the shortages was largely overcome, though production, particularly 
of staple fibre, was adversely affected in the early months of the year. 
The increase in the year as a whole was confined to continuous filament 
yarn, the total for staple fibre being less than in 1950. 

The percentage increase in total production was a good deal less 
than in the three previous years, when increases of 15, 23 and 28 per 
cent. were recorded. ‘These large increases resulted mainly from the 
bringing into operation of new plant. The 1951 figures were less 
affected by this factor. 


Deliveries of Continuous Filament Yarn 


Yarn deliveries in 1951 were 6 per cent. higher than in 1950, home 
trade deliveries showing an increase of 9 per cent. over the year, and 
deliveries for export a fall of 18 per cent. Apart from hosiery (other

took more yarn. Deliveries for industrial purposes rose by 25 per 
cent., and represented a substantially increased proportion of the total. 

Though deliveries in 1951 were bigger than in 1950 as a whole, 
they fell off in the second half of the year, and it was only in the 
second quarter that they exceeded, by a slight margin, the figure 
for the last quarter of 1950. Because of raw material difficulties 
which threatened, exports were restricted, and, as a result, export 
deliveries declined throughout the year. In the last quarter home 
deliveries were 3 per cent., and export deliveries 11 per cent., lower 
than in the previous quarter; there was a particularly steep fal! 
in deliveries to warp-knitters. 


Questions in Parliament 


Below is a selection of answers to questions of interest to industry asked 
in Parliament. 


TUESDAY JANUARY 29 


Import Duties on Foodstuffs 


Asked if, in considering the application made to him by the 
National Farmers’ Union for an increase in the import duties on a 
variety of foodstuffs, he would bear in mind the effect which such 
changes would have on prices at a time when they were rising generally 
because of world conditions, the Secretary for Overseas Trade, 
Mr. Henry Hopkinson replied that all relevant factors, including 
prices, would be taken into account in the examination of this 
application. 


Disposal of Articles by Footwear Repairers 


The President was asked if he would introduce legislation to 
enable footwear repairers to dispose of any articles not collected 
within three months, and after due notice to the owner, to enable the 
tradesmen concerned to recover the expenses incurred in such 
repairs. The Parliamentary Secretary to the Board of Trade, Mr. 
Henry Strauss replied: “* No, Sir.” 


Overseas Visitors to Scotland 


Asked how many of the 700,000 visitors from abroad who came to 
Britain last year included Scotland in their itinerary, Mr. Hopkinson 
replied that no official figures were available, but he was informed 
by the British Travel and Holidays Association that the number was 
provisionally estimated at about 215,000. He could assure the 
questioner that both the British Travel and Holidays Association and 
the Scottish Tourist Board would continue their efforts to ensure 
that Scotland got its proper share of overseas visitors. 


Trade with Indonesia 


Mr. Hopkinson said that we had no bilateral agreement with 
Indonesia, but he was satisfied that, under the present arrangements, 
our trade received fair treatment. The value of trade between the 
United Kingdom and Indonesia in 1951 was more than double that 
of 1950. 


Development of Westhoughton 


Questioned about the industrial and employment position of West- 
houghton in Lancashire, Mr. Hopkinson replied that he was aware 
that at some times in the past, Westhoughton suffered from a high rate 
of unemployment, but in no case had the Board of Trade refused to 
grant an industrial development certificate for this town. Unemploy- 
ment in Westhoughton had been consistently low in recent years, and 
in 1951 the average number of persons registered as unemployed was 
only 30. There was abundant work within easy reach of the town. 
In present circumstances he did not think that special action to 
introduce into the locality new industry requiring new industrial 
building would be justified. 

He was informed that the detailed proposals that the town should 
receive surplus population from Salford over a period of years had 
not yet been formally submitted to the Minister of Housing and Local 
Government for his approval, but he understood that plans foi 
re-siting industry to accompany the population were likely to form

URING THE past few years imports of a wide range of the more 

important fruits and vegetables have been restricted during the 
main seasons for marketing the corresponding home products ; at 
other times they have been admitted freely from certain countries 
under Open General Licence. A joint announcement by the Ministry 
of Food, the Ministry of Agriculture and Fisheries, and the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture for Scotland, states that the Government has 
decided that similar arrangements shall be made in 1952, pending a 
decision on the application for the revision of tariffs on horticultural 
produce, which has been submitted by the National Farmers’ Union 
and which is now under consideration.

Economic Progress in Algeria Brings Interest in 


British Goods 


The following article has been written for the Board of Trade Journal by H.M. Consul-General in Algiers.

RIMARILY AWN agricultural country, Algeria has made great 

strides in recent years in the modernization of equipment and 

methods of agriculture. Under its Industrialization Plan, which 
was put into operation in 1946, official sanction has been given for the 
setting up of various new industries, including paper and cardboard, 
chemicals, metallurgy, glass, ceramics, cement, building materials, 
fats, textiles, foodstuffs, conditioning and packing, refrigeration and 
air-conditioning plant, accumulators, synthetic resins and plastics, 
etc. Competition from Metropolitan France and shortage of skilled 
workers have, however, retarded development in some of these 
industries. Public works now in course of execution include electric 
power stations (at Oran, Bone, Oued, Agrioun and Chott-ech-Chergui), 
irrigation schemes, and petroleum production and refining. A revived 
interest is being shown also in mineral prospection and the cultivation 
of cotton, linseed and other industrial plants. 


The Budget for the fiscal period 1951-52 provided for expenditure 
amounting to 83 milliard francs. It is proposed to meet the expected 
deficit by drawing on the Reserve Fund and by increasing taxation on 
motor vehicles and petrol. The formulation of the 1952-53 Budget 
may present difficulties as Metropolitan France, owing to her rearma- 
= cn may not be able to give Algeria all the support the latter 
would like. 


Marshall Aid Benefits 


During the period April 1948-January 1951 Algeria received under 
Marshall Aid some $60 million worth of supplies, mainly capital 
goods, including tractors, agricultural machinery, railway equipment 
and earth-moving machinery. The resulting counterpart funds were 
used chiefly for the implementation of electrification, irrigation and 
drainage projects.

The “ liberalization "’ measures which have been introduced since 
October 1949 have greatly facilitated imports from countries participat- 
ing in the Organization for European Economic Co-operation, includ- 


ing, of course, the United Kingdom. One result is shown in the 
reviving interest in British goods manifested by local agents. Among 
the British manufactures in which they have expressed a particular 
interest are wheel tractors, textiles, diesel engines, domestic refrigera- 
tors, and, to a lesser degree, wireless sets. 


The 1951 fruit and vegetable harvests represented a good annual 
average despite severe frosts in the spring. The estimated production 
of the Algerian vineyards in 1951 is 13,500,000 hectolitres, as compared 
with 14,300,000 hectolitres in 1950. 


Cereals also show a decline, and as a result Algeria is obliged this 
winter to import considerable quantities of wheat from Canada and 
the United States to meet the needs of the population. 


Citrus fruit production in Algeria is increasing rapidly and 246,000 
tons of fruit were produced in 1951. Of this quantity only 85,000 tons 
were exported, the rest being used by the various Algerian manu- 
facturers of concentrated orange or lemon juice. As the 1952 produe- 
tion is already estimated at 295,000 tons, the disposal of this fruit 
under present conditions will present a problem.

The slight annual decrease in the number of aircraft is accounted 
for by the greater load-carrying capacity of the new aircraft put into 
service. 

Plans for the unification and modernization of the various railway 
systems now comprising the Chemins de Fer Algeriens are in course of 
execution. Algerian railways were severely affected by the war owing 
to lack of coal, as a result of which it was decided in 1944 to acquire 
fifteen diesel-electric locomotives from the United States. These 
engines, delivered at the end of 1946, proved so satisfactory that 
orders for more were placed and there are now in service forty diesel- 
electric engines of 1,500 h.p., and fifteen of 1,000 h.p. It is proposed 
to discard more than 2,600 old-type carriages of 10 to 15 tons and 
replace them by 2,100 new carriages of 20-ton load. In addition, 
400 special carriages are to be put into service, namely, grain wagons, 
tank cars, isothermic and refrigerator cars, etc.

From this sum your directors now recommend the payment of 
a final dividend of 114 per cent., together with a bonus of 24 per cent., less 
income tax, which with the interim dividend of 34 per cent. paid last July 
makes a total distribution of 174 per cent. for the year. The dividends 


proposed are the same as were paid last year. 


During the year production and sales have increased ; due, however, 
to the higher production costs of the principal British subsidiary, prices 
generally have been much less remunerative, and this accounts in a substantial 
measure for the reduced profit as compared with the previous year. The 
policy of the linoleum industry continues to be to keep prices as low as 
possible ; action to have prices increased is always taken with the utmost 


reluctance and only when rising costs make it essential. 


The activities of our subsidiaries, during the period we are dealing with, 
were carried out under the stranglehold of restrictions and burdens of 
taxation imposed by the late Government. We believe their successors 
are fully alive to the handicaps which industry has laboured under since 1945 
and it is our hope that they will take steps to rectify matters as speedily 
as possible and allow free enterprise again to play its full part in the trade of 


this country

Trade and Financial Arrangements 


France and Switzerland 


THE French Moniteur Officiel du’ Commerce et de I'Industrie of 

December 20, 1951, contained the text of a new trade agreement 
between France and Switzerland. The agreement was signed in 
Berne on December 8, 1951, and is operative from December 1, 1951, 
to November 30, 1952. 


French exports under the agreement will include coal and coke, 
aluminium, natural phosphates, superphosphates, basic slag, firewood, 
iron and steel, furniture, motor vehicles and components, cycles and 
motor cycles, agricultural tractors, incandescent lamps, pianos, toys, 
pulse, olive oil, straw and hay. 


Swiss exports to France will include mining timber, paper pulp, 
urea, dyestuffs and intermediates for dyestuffs, powdered milk for 
medicinal purposes, dessert apples and pears, printed fabrics, iron 
and steel products, semi-manufactures of copper, nickel, brass and 
their alloys, Diesel and internal combustion engines, vacuum pumps 
and compressors, machine tools and accessories, domestic sewing 
machines, electrical apparatus and watches and parts. 


Among Swiss exports to French overseas territories will be milk, 
dyestuffs, embroidery, mechanical and electrical equipment, domestic 
sewing machines, watches and finished movements, fabrics, hand- 
kerchiefs and made-up goods.

France and Iceland 


A NEW trade agreement between France and Iceland was concluded

The types of French goods which may be 
imported into Iceland are not specified, but the Icelandic authorities 
will issue import licences for French goods up to an amount corres- 
ponding to the value realized by the Icelandic exports to France.

Italian exports to France will include rice, sulphur, zine ore, coal 
tar pitch, jasmin essence, hemp waste, printed fabrics of cotton and 
artificial fibres, impregnated or coated fabrics, printing machines and 
equipment, machine tools, typewriters and heavy electrical plant. 

Italian exports to French overseas territories are to include rice, 
cement, nitrogenous fertilizers, tyres, cotton yarn, hemp yarns, twines 
and ropes, machinery for the food industry and tractors.

Bulgaria 
Decree Revoking Commercial Law and Law for Companies 
with Limited L ability 


HIS MAJESTY’S Representative in Sofia has reported that the 
Bulgarian National Assembly passed on September 25, 1951, a Decree 
revoking that part of the Commercial Law which concerns Commercial 
Companies and the Law for Companies with Limited Liability. 

Under this Decree all Commercial and Limited Liability Com- 
panies, except those which have been given special permission by the 
Ministry of Internal Trade to continue to operate, ceased to exist de 
jure at the end of three months from the date of the Decree, and must 
be wound up within six months from the date of their ceasing to exist. 
The relevant clause in the Decree reads as follows :— 

“3. The Commercial Companies and Companies with Limited 
Liability which do not wind up within six months are wound up 
by the Liquidators appointed by the Minister of Internal Trade. 
This period starts : for companies discontinued before the entering 
into force of this ukase—with the publication of the ukase, and for 
companies which will be discontinued after that—with the date of 
their discontinuance. The net remainders after the winding up 
of these companies are to be paid to the State.”

The Board of Trade would be interested to learn of any United 
Kingdom companies affected by this Decree.

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Tariff Classifications in U.S.A. 


THE Board of Trade have received the following United States 

Treasury Decisions regarding the tariff classification of certain 
goods imported into the United States :-— 

(1) Ground magnetite, a ground magnetic iron oxide obtained in 
the manufacture of ground nepheline syenite, containing about 5 per 
cent. of other mineral impurities, is entitled to free entry as an iron 
= — paragraph 1700, Tariff Act of 1930, as modified. (T.D. 
52831.) 

(2) Coloured balls, chiefly used as ammunition for toy shooting 
guns and games, of the approximate size and construction of the 
pale coloured regulation table-tennis balls, and not designed primarily 
for use in physical exercise, are classifiable as parts of toys under 
paragraph 1513, Tariff Act of 1930, as modified, at the rate of 50 per 
cent. ad valorem, or, if composed wholly or in chief value of any 
product provided for in paragraph 31, at the rate of 1 cent each and 
50 per cent. ad valorem, and not under paragraph 1502, as table-tennis 
balls. (T.D. 52870.) 

(3) Arborite wallboard, the core of which is composed of kraft 
fibre sheets which are bound together with a fusion of lignin (29 per 
cent.) and phenol formaldehyde (15 per cent.), the fusion resulting 
from the application of heat and pressure, is classifiable as a laminated 
product in sheets under paragraph 1539 (b), Tariff Act of 1930, as 
modified, at the rate of 74 cents per pound and 12} per cent. ad 
valorem, and not under paragraph 1413, as paperboard. (T.D. 52887.) 

The rulings at (2) and (3) above will result in the assessment of duty 
at a higher rate than has heretofore been assessed under a uniform and 
established practice. 


U.S. Tariff Investigation on Bicycles 


THE United States Tariff Commission, under the authority of 
Section 7 of the Trade Agreements Extension Act of 1951 (the 
“Escape Clause ’’), has instituted an investigation to determine 
whether the products described below are as a result, in whole or 
in part, of the duty or other customs treatment reflecting the con- 
cessions granted on such products under the General Agreement on 
Tariffs and Trade, being imported into the United States in such 
increased quantities, either actual or relative, as to cause or threaten 
serious injury to the domestic industry producing like or directly 
competitive products :— 

Bicycles, and parts thereof, not including tyres. (Classifiable 

under para. 371 of the United Stater, Tariff Act of 1930.) 


A public hearing is to be held in the Tariff Commission Building, 
8th and E. Streets, N.W., Washington, D.C., beginning at 10 a.m. on 
March 3, 1952. United Kingdom exporters of these products are 
urged to get in touch with their importing agency in the United 
States, with a view to ensuring that the latter either file a suitable 
brief with the United States Tariff Commission or send a representa- 
tive to the hearing to protest against any proposals to increase import 
duties and impose quota limitations on imports. 


United States of America 
Customs Tariff Modification on Hatters’ Furs 


HE Board of Trade have received a copy of a Proclamation by 

the President of the United States of America which modifies as 
from February 9, 1952, the tariff concession negotiated at Geneva 
in 1947 on “ Hatters’ furs, or furs not on the skin, prepared for hatters’ 
use, including fur skins carroted.”” ‘This action follows an investigation 
and report to the President by the United States Tariff Commission. 
It is being taken under Article XIX of the General Agreement on 
Tariffs and Trade (i.e., the “‘ escape clause” procedure) and is the 
second case in which the United States Government have invoked this 
clause.

in Cairo, further small changes in the Egyptian Customs Tariff 
were introduced by a decree dated January 21, 1952. Minimum 
rates of import duty have been laid down for all types of plate glass, 
and import duties on window glass have been increased. The scope 
of Item 104 has been extended to include Fixed Vegetable Oils and 
Vegetable Butters for “‘ industrial purposes "’ instead of “ the manu- 
facture of soap or the preparation of colours and varnishes.” The 
additional ad valorem duty on two items, carbonate of soda and crude 
zinc, has been reduced from 7 to 3 per cent.
